The  barricades  were  put  up  on 
November  26  and  will  be  up 
Monday  through  Friday  during 
the  hours  9:45  a.m.  -  2:15  p.m. 
and  5:45  p.m.  -  8:15  p.m. 

The  committee,  after  months  of 
researching  the  desirability  of 
closing  171st  St.,  developed  four 


points  which  they  felt  were 
adequate  reasons  to  close  the 
street.  These  points  are: 

1. )  For  safety  of  both  Porter 
and  Purdue  School  students 

2. )  To  allow  a  free  flow  of 
student  pedestrian  traffic 

3. )  To  promote  future  orderly 
growth 

4. )  To  provide  a  geographic 
center  for  the  campus 

When  the  closing  is  permanent 
and  funding  is  available,  a  mall 


will  be  developed  in  the  area 
between  the  SFLC  and  Gyte 
bldgs.  This  mall  would  act  as  a 
unifying  element  upon  the 
campus,  giving  it  a  very  definite 
center  of  academic  and  social 
life,  which  the  campus  at  the 
present  time  doesn't  have.

career  counseling 

The  focus  on

Students  at  Purdue  Calumet, 
like  students  in  most  colleges,  are 
continually  being  pressured  to 
make  more  and  more  specific 
decisions  regarding  their  future 
roles  in  the  work  world.  And  like 
most  college  students,  they  ex¬ 
perience  a  wide  variety  of 
emotional  conflicts  stemming 
from  frustration,  uncertainty  and 
apprehension  related  to  selecting 
an  appropriate  academic  major. 
This  can  be  an  extremely  difficult 
decision  for  a  young  person.  Not 
only  is  he  faced  with  adult 
demands  fc-r  him  to  be  efficient 
and  practical  in  choosing  the 
educational  -  vocational  goal  best 
suited  to  him,  but  he  finds  himself 
with  iittie  real  experience  in  the 
working  world.  Young  people 
have  been  cut  off  from 
meaningful  interactions  with  all 
but  an  educational  process  and 
are  quite  naturally  confused 
about  where  they  can  fit  into  a 
complex,  continually  changing 
and  unknown  future.  They  are 
asked  to  committ  themselves  at 
an  early  age  before  they  have 
even  developed  a  meaningful 
lifestyle  or  solidified  their  value 
systems. 

For  the  student  at  Purdue 
Calumet,  there  is  a  lot  of  pressure 
to  make  choices  early  in  their 
programs.  Because  of  that, 
students  tend  to  cling  to  the 
mistaken  belief  that  the  decision 
they  make  is  a  life-long, 
irrevocable  commitment. 
Frequently  they  feel  locked  into  a 
system  that  is  unforgiving  of 
mistakes  and  miscalculations. 
With  such  circumstances  in 
existence  the  need  for  an  ef¬ 
fective  program  in  career 
counseling  becomes  apparent. 

Career  Counseling  is  one  of  the 
major  services  offered  by  the 
Counseling  Center  at  PUCC. 
Traditionally,  such  programs 
operated  on  the  concept  that 
people  need  only  a  few  tests  and  a 
bit  of  guidance  to  settle  them  into 
a  vocational  channel.  There  was 
a  serious  failure  there  to  consider 
the  uniqueness  and  individuality 
of  each  student  who  came  in  for 
career  counseling.  And  there  was 
little  regard  for  the  student's 
feelings  and  emotional  state. 


little  attempt  to  find  out  where 
his  thoughts  were. 

The  Counseling  Center  here  at 
PUCC  operates  upon  a  totally 
different  framework.  The  career 
counseling  service  is  designed  to 
and  operates  on  the  assumption 
that  to  be  able  to  relate  an  oc¬ 
cupation  to  oneself  in  a 
meaningful  way  requires  first 
that  one  know  and  understand 
oneself.  Many  young  people  have 
no  more  than  the  most  tentative 
notions  about  who  they  are.  The 
choices  facing  them  come  at  a 
period  where  a  student's  grasp  of 
who  he  is  and  what  is  really  most 
important  to  him  is  likely  to  be 
extremely  disorganized.  He  is 
trying  to  make  sense  out  of 
himself  and  what  his  role  in 
relation  to  others  should  be.  He 
continually  searches  for 
meanings  for  himself  in  the 
things  he  is  doing.  Therefore,  in 
Career  Counseling  it  is  essential 
that  the  counselor  consider  and 
respond  to  the  students'  needs 
and  feelings.  Students  are 
emotional  human  beings  with  a 
variety  of  previous  experiences 
facing  one  of  the  most  critical 
developmental  periods  of  their 
lives.  The  emphasis  then  is  on 
assisting  the  student  in  un¬ 
derstanding  himself.  The  student 
is  seeking  assistance  to  in¬ 
vestigating  areas  of  greater 
immediate  consequence  to 
himself  than  his  formal 
classroom  requirements  can 
cover.  He  is  engaged  in  a  search 
for  self-definition  and  self- 
fulfillment. 

What  takes  place  in  Career 
Counseling?  Students  are  invited 
to  come  in  and  discuss  their 
concerns  with  a  counselor  who  is 
available  to  assist  them  at  this 
critical  time  in  their  lives. 
Students  come  in  for  career 
counseling  for  a  variety  of 
reasons.  They  may  be  having 
academic  difficulties  in  a  chosen 
major  area  and  wish  to  explore 
other  areas  that  they  may  be 
more  adaptable  to,  or  they  may 
be  indecisive  about  a  major  or 
wish  information  on  their 
adeptability  to  specific  programs 
of  study  they  may  have  in  mind. 
Career  Counseling  begins  with  an 
intake  interview  where  students 
are  briefed  on  what  takes  place  in

the  process.  Then  a  series  of 
objective  tests  and  inventories 
are  administered.  These  in¬ 
struments  provide  for 
assessment  of  interests,  abilities, 
achievement,  aptitudes,  per¬ 
sonality  traits,  and  personal- 
social  adjustment.  Counselors 
then  interpret  the  data  from  the 
tests,  discuss  possibilities  of 
success,  and  help  the  student 
work  through  the  decision¬ 
making  process.  The  counselor 
attempts  to  assist  the  student  in 
making  a  thorough  appraisal  of 
himself  so  that  he  may  utilize  this 
information  in  making  a 
satisfying  vocational  choice.  By 
gaining  a  realistic  appraisal  of 
themselves  through  career 
counseling,  students  are  better 
equipped  to  make  more  in¬ 
telligent  choices.  Thus,  the 
purpose  of  career  counseling  is  to 
help  you  find  out  about  you.  It 
focuses  on  aiding  the  student  in 
making  sense  out  of  himself  and 
what  his  role  in  relation  to  others 
should  be.  By  coming  to  know  and 
understand  himself,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  student  will  become  able 
to  choose  a  program  of  study  that 
he  is  satisfied  with  and  that  will 
lead  him  to  a  future  in  which  he 
finds  meaning  and  happiness. 

Contrary  to  the  impression  that 
may  have  been  given  by  the 
picture  which  accompanied  the 
preceding  counseling  center 
article,  it  should  be  emphasized 
that  all  counseling  interviews  and 
testing  sessions  take  place  in  a 
private  office  or  testing  cubicle. 
Vital  to  the  functioning  of  the 
Counseling  Center  is  the  con¬ 
fidential  nature  of  the  counseling 
experience.  Information 
disclosed  during  interviews  as 
well  as  test  records  are  not 
released  to  others  except  upon 
the  written-request  of  the 
student.  Under  no  circumstances 
are  interviews  with  Purdue 
Calumet  Students  ever  observed, 
tape  recorded,  or  "bugged"  in 
any  way.  The  one-way  mirror 
shown  in  the  photograph  of  Dr. 
Crawford  serves  an  entirely 
different  purpose,  and  is  used 
only  for  educational  purposes  by 
supervisors  of  counselors-in- 
training,  a  function  of  the  Purdue 
Calumet  Counseling  Praticuum 
Center.

Car  pool 
being  formed 


In  an  effort  to  relieve  the 
parking  problem  at  Purdue 
Calumet,  five  members  of  the 
Computer  Club  are  designing  a 
car  pool  system  to  be  used  by 
students  and  faculty.  Members 
include  Len  Sherwinski  (project 
leader).  Dale  Gouwens,  Rick 
Noojin,  Gary  Czernecki,  and  Bill 
Kessler. 

Under  the  proposed  system, 
any  interested  person  will  fill  out 
an  application  form  stating  the 
times  they  would  like  to  arrive 
and  depart  from  school  on  each 
day  of  the  week.  The  information 
from  these  forms  will  be  punched 
on  cards  and  fed  into  the  ibm 
360/  22  computer.  A  listing  will 


then  be  made  of  those  individuals 
who  live  in  the  same  area  and 
have  similar  schedules.  Those 
participating  in  the  car  pool  will 
be  notified  when  the  list  is 
completed.  It  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  individual  to 
contact  the  people  on  the  list  who 
may  be  able  to  ride  together. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  service  will 
be  available  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Spring  Semester.  In  future 
semesters  the  application  will  be 
complete  before  the  semester 
begins.

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Students  react  to  registration

In  a  poll  of  students  taken  last 
week  it  was  found  that  although 
few  students  were  having 
problems  with  registration  for 
their  spring  semester  classes, 
there  is  still  a  problem.  Students 
expressed  their  dissatisfaction 
with  the  present  system  of 
academic  advising. 

Most  of  the  students  who  had 
completed  their  registration 
stated  that  they  had  determined 
for  themselves  which  classes 
they  were  going  to  take  and  the 
only  thing  the  advisor  did  was 
sign  their  card. 

Many  of  the  students 
questioned  had  not  yet 
registered.  Some  were  not  aware 
that  registration  was  in  progress. 
What  complaints  and 


suggestions  did  the  students  have 
about  advisors  and  registration? 
...Seeing  my  advisor  wasn't  too 
bad;  he  just  signed  my  card.  But 
waiting  in  that  line!  I  tried  to  do 
that  between  classes  and  missed 
almost  half  of  a  class  standing 
there. 

...Registration  was  easy  for  me.  I 
went  to  a  different  advisor  before 
I  went  to  my  advisor.  He  helped 
me  make  up  my  schedule  so  that 
all  my  advisor  did  was  sign  the 
card. 

...Sometimes  twenty  minutes 
isn't  long  enough.  I  had  a  lot  of 
things  I  needed  to  ask  him.

...When  a  teacher  or  a  professor 
teaches  a  class  they  usually  seem 
to  like  what  they  are  doing  but 
most  of  the  advisors  see  advising 
as  a  chore.  They  don't  seem  -to 
care  about  the  students,  just 
about  getting  our  cards  signed 
and  rusing  us  out  of  the  office. 
...Sometimes  I  gripe  about  my 
advisor,  about  him  not  seeing  me 
as  a  real  person  with  real 
problems.  But  you  know, 
sometime  I  guess  I  forget  that  he 
is  a  real  person  tool.

As  students  live  and  work  in  the 
university  situation,  perhaps 
even  more  than  from  the  cross 
currents  resulting  from  the 
traditions  and  purposes  of  higher 
educational  institutions  their 
effective  adaptation  is  hindered 
by  their  erroneous  perceptions 
equating  the  faculty  with  their 
high  school  teachers,  academic 
advisors  (also  faculty)  with  high 
school  counselors  and  ad¬ 
ministrators  (usually  also 
faculty)  with  high  school  prin¬ 
cipals.  The  error  in  perception  is 
easy  to  make  because  surface 
appearances  are  similar  but  in 
fact  there  are  significant  dif¬ 
ferences. 

When  a  student  responds  with 
behavior  that  was  adequate  in 
high  school,  he  may  find  it  is 
completely  non-adaptive  in 
college.  A  good  example  is  the 
academic  advisor's  role  as 
compared  with  the  high  school 
counselor.  The  counselor  is 
trained  and  certified  to  provide 
personal  and  career  counseling. 
He  is  assigned  to  work  directly 
with  high  school  students  with  a 
view  to  guiding  and  directing 
them  and  making  certain  that 
their  school  programs  meet  the 
objectives  of  the  individual 
vocationally,  academically  and 
socially. 

The  college  academic  advisor 
is  a  teacher  who  is  available  to 
help  students  interpret  the 
catalog,  check  out  requirements 
and  aid  the  student  as  requested. 
His  primary  function  in  the  ad¬ 
vising  situation  is  instructional, 
usually  on  a  one  to  one  basis. 
Students  can,  and  many  have, 
successfully  completed  a 
university  degree  with  only  the 
most  perfunctory  contact  with  an 
advisor.  Essentially,  the  college 
student  is  regarded  as  an  adult 
capable  of  self-determination 
who  will  seek  advice  as  he  needs 
it. 

Many  of  these  observations  are 
also  applicable  to  the  student's 
perception  of  the  role  of  the 
college  teacher  and  of  the  ad¬ 
ministrator.  The  differences 
stem  from  the  traditions  of  the 
university  and  even  more  from 
the  reasons  why  society 
establishes  and  supports 
secondary  schools  and  colleges.

Public  bodies  responsible  for  the 
creation  and  operation  of 
secondary  schools  expect  the 
attendance  at  these  schools  is 
essentially  required  of  persons 
legally  defined  as  juveniles  and 
hence  not  self-responsible  and 
that  most  of  these  will  be 
shephereded  through  to  com¬ 
pletion.  The  public  bodies  which 
set  up  and  support  colleges  and 
universities  assume  that  at¬ 
tendance  is  voluntary  on  the  part 
of  a  selected  group  of  responsible 
adults  and  that  continued  par¬ 
ticipation  in  he  college  ex- 
pereince  is  a  matter  of  personal 
choice. 

So  it  is  that  when  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly  established 
Purdue  University,  the  act  said 
that  the  Trustees  are  Purdue 
University  and  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  should  do  all  things  to 
operate  the  University.  The 
Board  as  the  policy  making  body 
divided  the  operations  into  those 
things  having  to  do  with  the 
educational  process  and  student 
life  and  those  things  having  to  do 
with  the  physical  property  and 
management  of  the  finances  of 
the  university.  The  Board  ap¬ 
points  a  Treasurer  to  handle  the 
latter  and  delegates  most  of  the 
former  to  the  faculty  and  ap¬ 
points  a  President  to  lead  the 
faculty. 

The  Board  delegates  powers  to 
the  faculty  in  two  ways.  Certain 
very  limited  authorities,  e.g. 
establishing  the  university 
calendar,  and  several  advisory 
roles,  e.g.  advising  the  President 
on  academic  organization  and  re¬ 
organization,  are  assigned  to  the 
faculty  generally.  These  are 
carried  out  by  the  University 
Senate  and  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
those  which  pertain  to  the 
Calumet  Campus  are  carried  out 
by  the  Council  of  Faculty 
Delegates.  The  authorities  and 
advisory  roles  are  specified  in  the 
Article  of  Organization  of  the 
Calumet  Campus  Faculty. 

The  Board  delegates  the 
authority  to  create  courses  and 
curricula,  to  establish  the 
requirements  for  degrees  and  to 
certify  that  students  are  eligible 
to  receive  degrees  to  the  faculties 
of  the  several  schools  of  the 
University.  Each  school  through 
its  faculty  organization  headed

by  a  dean  carries  out  these 
authorities  and  responsibilities 
relatively  independently  of  the 
other  schools.  The  Community 
College  of  the  Calumet  Campus  is 
the  only  school  based  on  this 
campus  apd  its  faculty  (a 
council)  has  these  delegations. 

In  process,  and  expected  to  be 
culminated  before  the  next 
academic  year  begins,  will  be  the 
organization  of  additional 
separate  schools  on  this  campus. 
The  local  faculty,  acting  at  the 
direction  of  the  university-wide 
committee,  has  provided  advice 
on  the  academic  organization; 
the  Board  of  Trustees  has 
established  the  broad  policies  for 
this  academic  autonomy  in¬ 
cluding  the  needs  to  protect 
student  interests  in  the  ar¬ 
ticulation  of  academic  programs 
on  each  campus,  transfers  of 
credit,  etc.  As  the  new 
organization  is  implemented,  the 
faculty  representatives  of  locally 
based  schools  will  be  able  to 
establish  courses,  curricula  and 
degrees  that  are  unique  to  and 
especially  designed  to  SERVE 
THIS  CAMPUS. 

The  point  is  that  unlike  the 
secondary  schools  where 
teachers  teach  courses  and 
curricula  that  are  designed  by 
curriculum  supervisors  and 
under  the  direction  of  superin¬ 
tendents  and  principals, 
university  faculty  teach  courses 
which  they  themselves  have 
designed  as  part  of  curricula 
which  they  have  established  and 
certify  th?  student  according  to 
their  self-imposed  standards.  The 
academic  administrative  officers 
including  deans  and  the  president 
operate  as  named  leaders  of  the 
faculty  and  essentially  ad¬ 
minister  what  the  faculty 
decrees.

I've  played  it  straight  at  this 
university  as  a  student  and  as  the 
editor  of  this  paper  for  a  long 
time.

When  Carl  Elliott  (in  essence) 
called  me  a  liar  at  a  faculty 
meeting,  instead  of  telling  him  to

I  was  "soft-spoken"  and  I  tried  to 
explain  my  position,  so  that 
perhaps  he  could  understand 
better.  Well,  I  certainly  got  the 
impression  that  Elliott  didn't 
want  to  understand  a  damned 
thing.

Isn't  locking  things  up 
"after  hours"  a  denial  of  a 
student's  right  to  work  when  he 
wants  to...  at  the  hours  he  wants 
to?  (Lights  go  off  in  the  SFLC 
bldg,  at  9  p.m.  Sunday  and  it 
takes  written  permission  in 
advance  from  Vern  Korlin,  Chief 
of  Police,  for  a  student  to  get 
them  kept  on  longer.  Ditto  rooms 
are  locked  so  students  working 
after  hours  can't  get  ditto  sheets 
or  use  the  ditto  room  typewriter 
or  get  an  extra  ribbon  for  a 
student  organization  typewriter 
or  get  papers  run  off  on  stencil  or 
ditto  machines.  The  library  locks 
up  tight  at  10  p.m.  week  nights  so 
students  who  work  during  the  day 
and  go  to  school  at  night  never 
have  the  opportunity  to  utilize  the 
library.) 

The  Nexus  got  stepped  on  for 
what  Elliott  conveniently  defined 
as  a  denial  of  the  humanity,  etc. 
But  who  steps  on  Elliott  or  that 
ambiguous,  invisible  'ad¬ 
ministration'  entity  for  denials 
they  create  or  purpot?

First,  Ron  Davis  of  Black  Student 
Union  for  their  thoughtfulness  on 
Thanksgiving  Day.  Their 
reminder  that  someone  cares 
was  the  touch  that  made  that  day 
brighter  in  some  homes.  Among 
so  many  others  how  could  I 
mention  the  word  thanks  and  not 
mention  Priscilla  Nemeth,  who 
has  given  to  me  something  words 
cannot  adequately  express.  A 
feeling  of  dignity,  respect  and  the 


reaffirmation  of  a  belief  in 
human  beings.  For  Priscilla  who 
felf  fhe  message  I  had  to  convey 
was  worthy,  thank  you.

POWER  TO  SAY  NO 

Some  people  think  of  history  as 
being  circular;  an  endless 
repetition  of  basic  activities 
different  only  in  name  and  place. 
Somehow  I  thought  the  battles 
over  freedom  of  speech  were 
fought  for  the  last  time  at 
Berkeley  and  other  places  in  the 
60's.  I  guess  each  generation 
must  reaffirm  for  itself  the 
freedoms  the  previous  generation 
earned  for  themselves. 

In  effect,  this  man  Perkins  has 
said  to  us,  "I  am  the  publisher,  I 
have  the  final  say,  I  have  granted 
freedom  to  you  and  therefore,  I 
will  determine  how  you  will  use 
this  freedom."  It  then  follows 
from  this,  the  inevitable 
corollary,  "If  you  do  not  use  this 
freedom  in  the  way  I  feel  is 
correct,  then  I  will  retract  the 
gift."  Even  so,  Mr.  Perkins,  so 
long  as  a  being  retains  the  power 
to  retract  that  which  he  has 


given,  then,  in  reality,  he  has  not 
given  anything. 

We  have  power  also,  if  we 
choose  or  have  the  courage  to  use 
it.  We  do  not  have  to  accept  the 
gift  of  something  we  already 
have,  for  we,  each  of  us,  has  the 
not  inconsiderable  power  to  say 
NO!  More  specifically,  we  do  not 
have  to  have  a  paper  within  the 
structure  of  the  PUCC 
organization.  We  can  have  our 
own  paper,  financed  by  our¬ 
selves,  published  and  edited  by 
ourselves,  and  distributed  by 
ourselves.  We  don't  need 
Perkins.  Let  him  excercise  his 
authority  in  a  vacuum.  This  is  our 
power  over  him  —  'to  say  NO!  to 
his  gift  of  freedom  by  denying  • 
that  he  has  the  right  to  give  us 
what  we  already  have  by  right  of 
simply  being  alive. 

But,  should  we  decide  to  keep  a 
newspaper  within  the  structure  of 
PUCC,  there  is  stll  stome  logical 


argument  to  be  considered.  The 
function  of  a  university  is  to 
provide  educaton.  What  then  is 
the  function  of  a  university  in  a 
free  society,  if  not  to  provide 
education  in  freedom  as  well  as  in 
more  prosaic  subjects.  And  if  we 
learn  through  experience, 
through  exposure  to  example, 
and  through  experimentation, 
how  else  are  we  to  learn  of 
freedom  except  through  ex¬ 
periencing  it,  by  observing  it  in 
others  and  by  experimenting  with 
it?  And  if  some  of  this  educative 
process  results  in  the  making  of 
errors,  so  what?  We  learn  also  by 
making  mistakes. 

I  suggest,  then,  either  an  un¬ 
derground  newspaper  be  started 
at  PUCC  or  that  Perkins  begin  to 
remember  the  purpose  of  a 
university  and  divest  himself  of 
the  idea  that  the  guardianship  of 
freedom  at  F  UCC  is  a  function  of 
his  office.

I  have  attended  Purdue 
Calumet  Campus  since  Spring 
semester  1970.  Nobody  came  to 
my  door  to  force  me  to  come 
here.  I  have  the  same  choices  of 
schools  that  other  women  wishing 
a  career  in  nursing  have.  I  choose 
Purdue  because  1  sincerely  want 
to  be  a  Purdue  nurse,  not  an 
I.U.N.,  Prairie  State,  Valpo  or 
self-styled  nurse. 

I  was  told  when  I  enrolled  that 
our  hospital  duty  was  rotated 
from  three  hospitals.  We  have 
four  which  we  can  go  to.  Since  I 
was  informed  that  I  could  not 
attend  any  one  hospital  for  more 
than  two  semesters,  I  was 
prepared  to  be  inconvenienced  for 
the  remaining  two  semesters  of 
my  schooling.  We  are  expected  to 
gain  our  hospital  experience  at 
the  different  hospitals  because 
we  are  not  being  trained  by  St. 
Margaret's,  St.  Catherine's,  St. 
M.  Mercy  nor  Our  Lady  of  Mercy, 
but  by  the  Purdue  staff,  as  it 
should  be. 

As  for  our  "Big  Cheese 
Professor"  —  How  would  you  like 
it  if  on  registration  day  your  card 
was  not  filled  out,  she  was  no 
where  around  and  your  choice  of 
classes  was  filled?  Who  would 
catch  the  blame  for  this?  Where 
would  you  be  then?  I  could 
imagine  some  of  the  names  you 
could  call  the  counselor  then. 

As  for  your  previous  hospital 
experiences  you  say  a  mere  six 
hours?  You  didn't  even  get  that 
did  you?  Shame  on  you.  I  guess 
you  weren't  with  the  Mercy 
group.  We  were  docked  for  not 
being  there  on  time.  Our  in¬ 


structor  was  there  to  see  that  we 
were.

Each  student 
choose  his  own  pt.  from  a  list  of 
diagnosis  and  we  were  expected 
to  have  a  detailed  textbook 
picture,  lab  procedures,  what 
these  procedures  indicated, 
medical  cards  and  a  plan  of  care, 
written  up.

And  again  I  guess 
you  weren't  with  our  group  for 
those  anxiety  causing  mid-term 
evaluations.  My  instructor  was 
there,  so  was  I.  I  was  shaking, 
she  wasn't.  We  are  told  point 
blank  of  our  progress  and  what 
we  needed  to  accomplish  before 
going  on.  I  came  out  okay  and  I 
am  sure  the  "disenchanted"  one 
did  also. 

A  student,  I  don't  think  can 
possibly  get  any  more  in¬ 
formation  pertinent  to  their 
patient  than  a  textbook  picture 
from  seeing  a  diagnosis  posted  on 
an  assignment  sheet.  We  need  to 
ge  through  the  charts  and  care 
plans  in  order  to  know  about  our 
patient,  it  is  a  lot  of  work.  I  know 
because  I  am  also  required  to 
work  away  from  school.  I  also 
have  a  family.  The  home  visit 
pts.  made  this  semester  more 
interesting  and  I  don't  feel  it 
should  be  dropped  from  the 
course.  A  lot  of  driving  was 
required.  I  can  sympathize  with 
you  there.  I  don't  like  to  drive  for 
one  thing,  for  another  I  had  to 
come  from  south  county,  home, 
to  the  Harbor. ..so  you  see  I  also 
put  in  some  miles  and  my  poor 
old  car  is  showing  it. 

As  for  the  OB  paper  on  family 
interaction,  I  guess  we  are  all 
from  a  family  of  some  sort,  it's 
true.  Can  a  person  really  give  a 
true  picture  of  an  interaction 
which  includes  members  of  one's 
own  family  or  for  that  matter  a 
true  objective  picture  with  a 
friend  as  subject. 

As  for  the  scowl  this  poor 
student  received  in  the  OB 
department,  may  I  ask  the 
student  —  have  you  ever  done 
anything  to  elicit  a  smile  from 
your  teachers?

In  order  to  inform  the  faculty 
and  student  body  of  people  with 
the  courage  to  succeed  despite 
what  might  seem  to  be  in¬ 
surmountable  problems. ..here  is 
the  story  of  Miss  Glenda  Imer  as 
it  appeared  in  the  ENQUIRER 
by  Vaun  Wilmott. 

Glenda  Imer  is  crippled  by 
muscular  dystrophy  and  confined 
to  bed.  Her  body  is  ravaged  by  a 
lifetime  of  illness.  But  she's  got  a 
lifeline  to  the  future  --  her 
telephone. 

She's  using  it  to  get  a  college 
education. 

Glenda,  27,  calls  Indiana 
University  four  times  a  week  on  a 
special  telephone  rigged  over  her 
bed.  She  dials  the  school  and  is 
put  through  to  her  class. 

"I  can  hear  the  lecturer  and 
students  through  an  amplifier  - 
they  can  hear  me,"  the  blue-eyed 
Glenda  explained  to  The 
ENQUIRER.  "The  telephone  is 
my  lifeline." 

"it  brings  me  great  pleasure 
proving  to  myself  thaf  the  disease 
hasn't  taken  control  of  my  mind 
as  well  as  my  body,"  she  said, 
glancing  down  at  her  wasted 
body,  which  weighs  only  48 
pounds. 

Gienda  was  born  with  the 
disease  but  in  all  these  years  it 
hasn't  affected  her  vitality,  When 
she  isn't  studying  Spanish  and 
Math  analysis  she's  writing  to 
numerous  pen  pals,  collecting 
stamps,  embroidering,  writing 
children's  books  or  grading 
papers  for  a  math  professor. 
Until  recently  she  tutored  three 
young  students. 

"There's  too  much  to  do  in  this 
beautiful  world  fo  sit  here  feeling 
sorry  for  myself,"  says  Glenda, 
who  lives  with  her  parents  in  the 
small  Indiana  town  of  Griffith. 
She  hopes  to  graduate  from 
college  in  1974. 

"I  desperately  want  to  teach  - 
that's  why  I  study  so  hard.  I  went 
to  Indiana  University  in  my 
wheelchair  6  years  ago  but  I  got 
so  weak  I  couldn't  sit  in  it.  So  I 
had  to  stay  at  home. 

"I  was  deeply  upset.  But 
college  officials  agreed  to  let  me 
try  the  courses  by  telephone  so 
the  phone  company  rigged  up  a 
special  pi  one.  I  don't  believe  that 
because  I'm  in  bed  I'm  different 
from  the  rest  of  the  world."

"I'm  not  bitter  about  my 
disability.  I've  never  walked  so 
I've  never  missed  It.

She  proudly  pointed  to  a  paint- 
by-numbers  scene  of  the  Last 
Supper  hanging  on  the  wall  of  her 
brightly  decorated  bedroom.  She 
spent  7  days  painstakingly 
painting  it  with  a  toothpick  -  her 
hands  can't  control  a  brush  too 
well.  • 

She  showed  two  West  Indian 
tribal  scenes  she  created  from 
finely  chipped  color  glass,  three 
children's  books  she's  written 
and  stenciled  tea  towels  and 
embroidered  tablecloths  she's 
made. 

"I  enjoy  my  life,"  she  smiled. 
"I  just  wish  everyone  got  as 
much  out  of  life  as  I  do." 

Her  studies  now  take  most  of 
her  time.  But  she  used  to  save 
cancelled  stamps  to  provide  milk 
for  orphans,  raised  funds  for 
handicapped  children's  trips, 
recruited  counselors  for  a 
crippled  children's  camps, 
collected  old  nylon  stockings  for 
stuffing  toys  and  helped  organize 
a  social  group. 

"But  I'm  not  involved  in  that 
now  --  I  just  enjoy  living." 

Dr.  Donald  Huddle,  chairman 
of  Indiana  University's  teacher 
education)  division,  said, 
"Glenda's  work  is  of  high  stan¬ 
dard  considering  her  disability. 
She's  got  plenty  of  determination 
and  courage." 

Her  mother,  twice-married 
Mrs.  Shirley  Grimmett,  said: 
"Nobody  expected  Glenda  to  live 
as  long  as  she  has.  When  she  was 
younger  we  thought  several 
times  she  wouldn't  see  the  night 
through." 

"Yet  look  at  her  now.  Out  of  the 
whole  family  she'll  be  the  first 
one  to  go  right  through  college  -- 
and  she's  the  one  it's  most  dif¬ 
ficult  for." 

"It's  hard  for  me  to  put  into 
words  the  pride  I  feel.  She  makes 
me  and  a  lot  of  other  people  feel 
very  humble."

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Maybe  you  thought  you’d  never 
understand  English  Lit,  or  Calculus, 
or  Biology.  No  way?  Don’t  be  too 
sure.  We  have  some  books  that 
could  change  your  mind.  Books  to 
help  you  keep  up.  Books  to  help 
you  catch  up.  Books  to  help  you 
get  your  head  together  on  most 
any  subject.  Try.  Us. 
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The  Calumet  Campus  Shop  will  have  its  book 
buy-back  starting  Monday,  December  17th 
thru  Friday,  December  21st.  In  view  of  this 
the  following  comments  are  made  regarding 
our  buy-back  policy. 

TEXTBOOKS  are  the  raison  d’etre  of  any 
college  store.  We  thus  concentrate  most  of  our 
effort  toward  properly  and  efficiently  ob¬ 
taining  the  textbooks  which  the  faculty  has 
selected.  The  choice  of  title  is  a  decision  made 
exclusively  by  the  individual  departments  of 
the  school  -  but  it  is  up  to  us  to  obtain  every 
title  selected.  In  doing  so,  we  make  every  ef¬ 
fort  to  obtain  as  many  used  as  well  as  new  tex¬ 
tbooks. 

(NEW)  Nevertheless,  you  should  know  that 
the  publisher  determines  the  selling  price  of 
each  title  and  that  our  basic  textbook  margin 
is  20  per  cent,  (i.e.,  the  book  which  retails  Tor 
$5.00  costs  us,  initially,  $4.00).  However,  to 
our  cost  must  be  added  freight  charges 
(which  average  about  5  per  cent)  of 
receiving,  pricing,  stocking,  &  selling,  and  the 
cost  of  returning  unsold  quantities.  Like 
every  business  we  have  rent,  maintenance, 
salaries,  taxes,  and  insurance  to  pay.  Thus 
our  net  margin  is  very  small. 

(USED)  Used  books,  on  the  other  hand,  offer 
you  a  lower  retail  price  and  give  us  (in  most 
cases)  a  somewhat  higher  margin  of  profit. 
Our  margin,  however,  can  vary  depending 
upon  how  we  obtain  the  used  book.  For  exam¬ 
ple:  if  you,  at  the  end  of  term,  bring  to  us  a 
book  wnich  sold  new  for  $10.00,  and  if  this 
book  will  again  be  used  for  this  campus,  we 
will  pay  you  50.  of  the  new  price  or  $5.00.  We 
will  in  turn  place  the  book  in  stock  to  sell  for 
$7.50  thereby  allowing  ourselves  a  margin  of 
33  1/3  percent. 

We  enjoy  the  same  basic  margin-and  the 
retail  price  structure  is  the  same  -  on  used 
books  which  we  obtain  from  wholesale  text¬ 
book  jobbers,  except  of  course  we  must  pay 
freight  &  transportation  charges  to  get  the 
books  into  our  store. 

But,  once  we  have  obtained  used  books,  our 
operational  costs  remain  unchaged  -  we  still 
have  pricing,  stocking  and  selling  expenses 
as  well  as  salaries,  rent,  taxes,  ana  insurance 
to  pay. 

Nevertheless,  used  books  represent  a  savings 
both  to  you,  as  purchaser,  and  to  ourselves,  as 
sellers  -  for  you  pay  a  much  lower  price  for 
the  books  you  need  and  we  realize  a 
somewhat  higher  margin  of  profit.  When  you 
sell  your  used  books  to  us  at  the  end  of  the 
term  (as  described  below  under  the  headline 
“Buy-Back”),  you  are  in  turn  obtaining  some 
financial  return  upon  your  investment  while 
at  the  same  time  passing  a  savings  on  to  the 
next  student  who  needs  the  used  book  you  sell. 

(Buy-Back)  The  used  book  business  is  unique 
in  many  ways.  Its  diverse  problems  are  little 
known  and  often  misunderstood.  What  is  our 
used  book  buy-back  policy . . 

The  books  that  are  purchased  for  use  the 
following  semester  at  this  school  are  bought 
at  one-half  of  list  price.  They  are  in  turn 
resold  for  75  per  cent  of  the  list  price.  Few-if 
indeed  any  would  argue  that  this  is  not  a 
satisfactory  arrangement.  But  there  is  con¬ 
troversy  concerning  the  prices  we  can  offer 
you  for  discontinued,  doubtful,  or  old  books. 
Here’s  the  story. 

In  the  first  place,  the  used  book  business  is 
one  of  the  few  in  which  a  good  portion  of  the 
buying  is  in  single  units  from  individuals  like 
yourself  and  in  which  the  selling  is  largely  in 
wholesale  lots  by  book  jobbers  to  college 
bookstores  like  this  one.  Used  books  are  thus 
available  to  the  public  only  by  distribution  to 
college  stores  which  actually  have  a  demand 
for  them.  Thus,  we  have  to  consider-when  ap¬ 
praising  the  value  or  the  discontinued,  doubt¬ 
ful.  or  sold  edition  books  which  you  want  to 
sell  -  what  our  jobber  can  expect  to  obtain  for 
the  books  when  and  IF  they  are  resold  to  some 
other  bookstore  rather  than  the  retail  price  a 
student  would  have  to  pay.  Our  jobber,  in 
other  words,  is  not  buying  to  sell  at  retail,  he 
is  buying  to  sell  at  wholesale  to  other  college 
stores. 

The  jobber  thus  is  guessing  on  the  re-sale 
value  of  every  book,  and  the  jobber  is  paying 
freight  from  our  store  to  warehouse.  The  risk, 
the  freight  costs,  plus  the  overhead  of  simply 
being  in  business  are  all  important  factors 
which  effect  the  price  which  we  can  pay  for 
your  used  books.  We,  after  all,  are  working  as 
the  jobber’s  agent  -  and  we  could  hardly 
market  nationwide  the  books  we  buy  from  you 
without  the  jobber.

Presently, 
he  is  working  on  a  Ph.D.  Degree 
in  English  at  Purdue's  West 
Lafayette  Campus.  Besides 
heading  the  Special  Services 
Program,  he  is  also  a  part-time 
English  teacher  at  PUCC  this 
semester. 

Mr.  Mistri  first  joined  the 
faculty  of  PUCC  as  a  graduate 
assistant  in  English.  His  wife, 
Zenobia,  is  also  a  Graduate  In¬ 
structor  in  English  here  at  PUCC. 
They  have  an  8  year  old  son. 

Since  he  has  spent  the  past  five 
summers  on  the  staff  of  PUCC's 
Upward  Bound  Project  con¬ 
ducted  at  West  Lafayette 
Campus,  Mr.  Mistri  is  quite 
familiar  with  the  workings  of 
PUCC.  He  served  as  an  instructor 
for  3  summers,  and  then  as 
Assistant  Director  for  the  past  2 
summers. 

Previously,  Mr.  Mistri  was 
Assistant  Professor  of  English 
for  10  years  at  Jai  Hind  College  at 
the  University  of  Bombay.  Then, 
from  September,  1968  to  June, 
1973  he  was  a  graduate  assistant 
in  English  at  the  West  Lafayette 
Campus.  Mr.  Mistri  speaks 
French  and  several  Indian 
languages. 

Being  head  of  the  Special 
Services  Program  entails  many 
responsibilities.  Among  them  Mr. 
Mistri  must  interview  and  screen 
any  student  who  is  interested  in 
the  program.  If  the  student  is 
eligible,  Mr.  Mistri  assigns  a 
counselor  to  the  student.  The 
counselor  then  gets  in  touch  with 
the  student,  interview  hime, 
collects  information,  and  then 
reports  back  to  Mr.  Mistri  on  the 
progress  of  the  student  or  any 
special  needs  that  the  student 
may  have. 

There  is  constant  need  for 
evaluation  of  this  program  to  see 
if  any  improvements  can  be 
made  and  to  make  sure  that  the 
program  is  heading  in  the  right 
direction.  Mr.  Mistri  is  also 
responsible  for  this  constant 
evaluation. 

Other  duties  include  assisting 
Dean  Morales,  and  workin  in 
liaison  with  the  other  PUCC 
service  programs  such  as  Ad¬ 
missions  and  Financial  Aids. 

Presently,  Mr.  Mistri  is  writing 
a  proposal  for  the  renewal  of  the 
grant.  "If  accepted,"  states  Mr. 
Mistri,  "the  Special  Services 
Program  hopes  to  begin  next 
year  with  an  8  week  orientation 
program  in  the  summer  which 
would  include  study  skills, 
remediation  work,  and  possibly 
credit  courses  for  any  eligible 
students. 

Besides  his  work,  Mr.  Mistri 
enjoys  listening  to  classical 
music,  and  building  amplifiers 
and  other  electronic  equipment. 

Finally  we  come  to  the 
Assistant  Dean  for  the  Com¬ 
munity  College  of  PUCC,  Dean 
Morales.  Dean  Morales  has  a 


wide  range  of  background  ex¬ 
perience  and  qualifications.  He 
attended  the  School  of  General 
Studies  at  Columbia  University  in 
New  York.  He  has  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  in  Sociology  from 
Columbia  University  and  a 
Master's  in  Social  Work  from  the 
University  of  Chicago. 

Dean  Morales  has  been  the 
Chief  Administrative  officer  for 
the  Community  College  since 
August  of  1972.  His  main 
responsibilities  to  the  Special 
Services  program  consist  of 
acting  as  coordinator  for  the 
program,  meeting  with  his 
Special  Services  Staff  members 
in  d’ev*el6ping  services  that  the" 
students  need,  and  he  has  been 
their  primary  fund  raiser.  He 
goes  to  meetings,  writes  letters, 
and  develops  proposals  for  funds. 
Dean  Morales  states,  "I  would 
prefer  to  be  working  more  with 
the  students,  but  this  program 
needs  funds  in  order  to  keep 
running.  However,  I  am  assigned 
four  hours  a  week  in  the  advising 
center  where  I  can  keep  in  touch 
with  the  students." 

What  about  Dean  Morales' 
background  and  qualifications? 
While  in  graduate  school  Sep¬ 
tember  1963  to  June  1965,  he  was 
a  coordinator  of  Youth  Services 
for  the  Neighborhood  Service 
Organization  in  Chicago.  This 
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consisted  of  social  work  with 
"anti-social"  groups  in  the  South 
Side  of  Chicago,  East  Harlem, 
and  New  York." 

Dean  Morales  first  came  to 
PUCC  in  1966  to  become  Director 
of  Project  Uoward  Bound.  He  has 
also  been  involved  in  the 
University  of  Chicago's  School  of 
Social  Service  Administration 
where  he  was  Assistant  Professor 
in  Field  Instrurction.  Later  he 
was  Secretary  for  the  United 
Church  Board  for  Homeland 
Ministries  in  New  York  City,  and 
Deputy  Executive  Director  for 
the  Opportunities  In¬ 
dustrialization  Center  of  New 
York,  Inc. 

Somehow,  amidst  all  of  this, 
Dean  Morales  got  married.  He 
has  3  children  whom  he  enjoys 
being  with.  He  has  a  son  who  is  a 
sophomore  at  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  also  a  five  and  a 
three  year  old. 

Does  Dean  Morales  have  any 
hobbies-  or  other  special  in¬ 
terests?  He  states,  "My  hobby  is 
really  my  work.  I  enjoy  it  very 
much."

PurCalumet  came  out 
"machine-gunning"— but  only 
27%of  their  bullets  were  on  target 
as  the  Pipers  dropped  their 
season  opener,  86-52  against 
Lakeland,  Wisconsin  at 
Sheboygan,  Wisconsin. 

The  Pipers  were  expected  to 
have  difficulty  against  the  host's 
average  front  line  of  6'8"— but 
faired  well  on  the  boards  as 
freshmen  Tony  Brown  and  Jim 
Hawk  combined  for  27  rebounds. 

Neither  team  managed  any 
large  lead  thru  most  of  the  first 
half.  At  one  point,  the  game  was 
tied  at  20-20.  However,  Lake- 
Land  soon  began  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  Pipers'  poor 
shooting  and  led  40-27  at  the  In¬ 
termission. 

Second  half  action  began  much 
the  way  the  first  half  ended; 
consequently,  Lakeland  pulled 
out  to  a  25  Pt.  lead  and  eventually 
an  86-52  win. 


Mike  Waisnora  led  all  scorers 
with  22  pts.  and  was  the  only 
Piper  in  double  digits.  A  well- 
balanced  scoring  punch  was  the 
key  for  Lakeland,  as  they  placed 
5  men  in  double  figures-but  no 
scorer  with  more  than  13  pts. 

Guards  Bill  Mayer  and  Mike 
Waisnora  exploded  for  a  com¬ 
bined  51  pts.,  while  Jim  Hawk, 
Vern  Mikalouski,  Bruce  An¬ 
derson  and  Ken  Vaznonis 
collected  36  rebounds  as  the 
Pipers  evened  their  mark  at  1-1. 

PUCC  defeated  Indiana 
University  Northwest  95-85  last 
Saturday  afternoon  in  Gary. 

Purdue  moved  to  a  7-0  lead  in 
the  opening  minutes  and  stayed 
in  front  until  8;  55  remained  in  the 
first  half,  when  Nathan  Gullet  hit 
2  free  tosses  to  give  the  IUN 
Chiefs  a  26-25  advantage. 

However,  Mike  Waisnora 
canned  a  jumper  three  minutes 
later  putting  the  Pipers  ahead, 
33-32  —  a  lead  they  never 


relinquished. 

The  Pipers  later  led  39-36,  and 
reeled  off  8  straight  pts.  and  were 
in  front,  51-43  at  halftime.  Half¬ 
game  totals  showed  Waisnora 
with  13  pts.  and  Mayer  with  12. 
Mikalouski  led  in  rebounds  with  9 
-  8  offensively. 

Both  teams  traded  baskets  to 
open  the  second  half  before  the 
Pipers  outscored  the  hosts  11-4 
for  a  66-50  lead  at  13:31.  Mayer 
recorded  3  baskets  in  the  streak. 

However,  IUN  narrowed  the 
margin  to  10,  68-58,  with  11 
minutes  left.  But,  Bill  Mayer 
ripped  the  net  off  the  rim  by 
tallying  12  pts.  to  boost  the  Pipers 
out  of  danger,  and  into  a  90-69 
lead  with  4  minutes  left.
